have  demonatratod  that  the  influence  of  tho  Moon  upon  the  weather  is  bu 
small  that  it  is  totally  lost  amid  the  groat  variety  of  other  forces  and  cnases 
which  change  tho  state  of  oar  atmosphere ;"  and  that  "  its  pretended  in 
fluenoe  on  men,  animala,  or  plants,  is  all  of  it  due  to  illusion  and  prejudioe  "

COMPOSITION  OF  THE  MOON. 
Every  object  on  the  surface  of  the  Moon  of  the  height  of  cue  hundred 
feet,  is  distinctly  seen  through  Loid  Rosse's  telescope.  On  its  surface  are 
craters  of  extinct  volcanoes,  rooks  and  masses  of  stono  almost  innumerable. 
But  there  are  no  signs  of  habitations  such  as  ours  ;  no  vestige  of  arcliitei-- 
Imal  remains,  to  show  that  the  Moon  is,  or  ever  was  inhabited  by  a  race  ef 
mortals  similar  to  onrselves.  No  water  is  visible,  no  sea,  no  river  ;  all'seems 
desolate. 

MliiAN  AfNLi  Ai-rAtiEi\'r  TIME.  ' 
Mean  Time  is  the  time  indicated  by  a  well-regulated  clock  or  watch  run- 
ning without  variation,  so  as  to  niBke  the  day,  or  24  hours,  equal  to  the 
Mean  Time  at  which  the  Sun  comes  to  the  meridian  during  the  year.  Ap- 
parent Time  is  the  time  which  makes  the  Sun  come  to  the  meridian  every 
(lay  at  12  o'clock.  On  account  of  the  eliptieity  of  the  earth's  orb  t,  and 
its  mciination  to  the  equator,  the  sun  does  not  always  come  to  the  merid- 
ian in  exactly  the  same  time  ;  and  hence.  Apparent  Time  is  irregular,  and 
either  gradually  falls  behind  Meai>  Time,  or  gains  on  it,  sometimes  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  sixteoii  minutes.  When  the  Sun  comes  to  the  merid- 
ian earlier  than  the  Mean  Time,  it  is  said  to  be  fast:  but  when  it  comes  to 
it  later,  it  is  said  to  ];e  slow  ;  and  the  amount  by  which  Apparent  Time 
ditFers  from  Mean  Time  is  called  the  Equation  of  Time.  In  order  to  set 
a  timepiece  according  to  Mean  Time,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  dial,  or  noon 
mark  ;  and  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  Equation  of  Time,  for  which 
see  head  of  each  calendar  page.    This  Almanac  is  in  Apparent  Tims.

JANUARY. — Sow  peas, spinach, lettuce ,cal)b4ff'eS,  rwikiies,  parsley, beets, carrots, salsafy, 
parsnips,  turnips,  asparagus.  Plant  horse  riiliih,  li-ish  Pclatoes.  Transplant  cabbages  and 
lettnce. 

FEUKUAKY — Sow  peas,  spinach,  lelluce,  cabbage,  raJishes,  corn,  beets,  carrots,  sa.aaly 
parsnips,  turnips,  thyme,  sage,  and  other  plants.  Plant  Irish  potatoes  Trunin. ant  cabbage 
and  lettuce. 

lieicarlcs. — The  same  varieties  ttf  pease  may  be  sown  this  month  as  were  directed  tor  the 
kit.   The  principal  crop  of  beets  and  carrots  should  now  besown.   The  common  varieties  of 
piiiach  should  be  sown  in  small  quantities  once  in  ten  days,  as  itsoon  runs  to  seed. 

M  Alien — Sow  carrots,  beets,  Swiss  chard,  parsnips,  salsafy,  cabba^'es,  spinach,  turnips 
leekv   tomatoes   peppers.  Guinea  squash.   Plant  cucumbers,  okra,  stpiasiies,  snr.j)  beaut^*^ 
cushav.  .,seweebeans,New  Zealand  spinach.   Transplant  tomatoes,  pejipers,  Guinea  squash'* 
cabbages  and  lettnce. 

R,miirks.— An  the  above  vegetables  should  be  got  in  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible.  Car 
rots  should  now  be  sown  for  a  full  crop,  and  from  English  seed.  Lettuce  should  remain  where 
it  is  lown.  New  Zealand  spinach  should  be  sown  in  hills,  tliree  feet  apart  each  way.  Rad 
lies  should  be  sown  every  three  weeks.   All  Irish  potatoes  should  be  planted  this  month. 

APRIL.—Sow  carrots,  beets,  salaafy,  turnips,  cabbages,  eaulidowers,  brocoli,  tomatoes' 
peppers,  radishes,  lettuce,  celery,  leeks.  Plant  okra,  snap  beans,  scpuishes,  sewee  beans,  en" 
cumbers,  cushaws,  melons.  Transplant  cabbages,  tomatoes,  peppers,  Guinea  sipiashes.  Pick 
out  celery. 

Remarks. — The  sowing  of  the  main  crop  of  carrots  for  summer  and  autumn,  ought  not  to  be 
delayed  longer  than  this  month,  as  they  will  be  easilxkilled  when  up.  The  seed  should  be 
from  Europe,  or  they  will  run  to  see<l  in  the  fall.  Cucumber.^,  squashes,  and  melons,  do  not 
succeed  well  if  delayed  until  now,  but  a  few  may  be  sown. 

MAY. — Sow  cabbages,  savoys,  carrots,  beets,  turnips,  caulidowers,  brocoli,  celery,  radishe 
Plant  snap  beans.   Transplant  cabbages.   Pick  out  celery. 

Remarks. — There  is  little  probability  of  eitherbeets,  parsnips, carrots,  or  turnips  succeed-, 
ing  at  this  season,  especially  the  last;  yet  if  wanted,  a  lew  may  be  ventured—mnder  very 
avorable  circumstances,  they  may  succeed.    1  f  carrots  be  sown,  the  ground  should  be  shaded' 
nd  kept  moist,  and  this  continued  to  the  plants  sometime  after  they  are  up,  or  they  wiilb& 
]^iUed  by  the  hot  sun. 

JUNE. — Sow  cauliflowers,  brocoli,  cabbages,  carrots,  tomatoes.  Plant  snapbeans,  oki* 
Trans])Iant  celery,  cabbages,  leeks.   Pick  out  cauliflowers,  brocoli,  and  celery. 

Remarks — This  month  is  generally  very  dry  and  hot,  and  all  the  crojrs  recommended  to  be 
sown  now,  mast  be  protected  from  the  sun:  mwit  ofth«m  should  have  been  sown  in  April,  ar(J 
it  iskOnly  in  case  of  failuio  or  omission  thatthey  should  now  be  sown:  the  mouth  may  be  con- 
sidered bad  for  the  sowing  of  seeds  generally. 

JULY. — Sow  early  Dutch  turnips,  rutabaga,  carrots,  parsnips,  cabbages,  cauliflowers,  brocoli, 
endive,  radishes, spinach.  Plant  snap  beans,  Irish  potatoes,  melons.  Transplant  cabbages, 
celery,  cauliflowers,  brocoli,  tomatoes,  and  leeks. 

Remarks — A  few  only  of  carrots,  parsnips,  spinach,  or  radislios,  should  be  sown  as  it  is  not 
very  probable  that  they  will  succeed,  unless  well  protected  from  the  sun  for  some  length  of  time, 
while  young.  The  early  Dntch  tnrnips  should  also  be  sown  towards  the  middle  and  last  of  the 
month,  in.small  quanffties.  The  Irish  potatoes  will  be  fit  lor  use  in  October,  and  the  tomatoes, 
will  furnish  a  supply  when  the  spring-grown  crop  has  ceased  to  bear,  and  then  continue  till 
killed  by  a  frost. 

AUGUST. — Sow  peas, early  Dutch  and  other  varieties  of  turnips,  ruta  baga,  onions,  cabba- 
ges, cauliflowers,  brocoli,  black  Spanish  radishes,  carrots,  beets,  parsnips,  sakafy,  lettnce,  and 
eiiilive  Plant  snap  beans.  Transplantoabbages,  cauliflowers, brocoli,  celery,  rula  baga.eudive. 

Remarks — Not  much  can  be 'expected  from  peas  sown  this  month,  as  they  will  be  m  nch 
crippled  by  the  high  winds  and  rain  which  we  usually  have;  but  if  much  wanted  a  f"e  .v  may 
be  ventured.  The  beets  and  spinach  are  liable  to  the  attacks  of  the  worms,  whiuli  destiojr 
their  leaves:  shoul4  they  escape  these  they  will  be  fine. 

SEPTEMBER. — Sow  early  Dutch  and  other  varieties  of  tn/nips,  rut»bas:i,  beets,  Sv,'ii- 
ciiarJ,  mangle  wur/.ls,  carrots,  p.irsnips,  salsafy,  lettuce,  spinach,  cabl>ages,  onions,  radishes, 
endive.  Plant  snap  beans.  Transplant  rnta  baga,  cabbages,  cauliflowers,  brocoli.  celery,  lei  - 
tuoe,  leeks,  endive.  .  .      ,      .  . 

OCTOBER.  Sow  cabbages, lettuce,  carrots,  beets,  tnrnips,  radishes,  spinach,  saisafy,  pai- 

<n'ps,  rata  baga.  Transplant  cabbages, cauliflowers,  brocoli,  onions,  lettuce,  leeks,  and  endive. 

NOVEiVIBER. — Sow  peas  cabbages,  radishes, carrots,  spinach,  turnips,  parsnips,  lettuce, 
beets,  salsal'y.  Plant  mazaron  and  Windsor  beans.  Transplantcabbages,le3tucc, onions,  and 
leeks. 

DECEMBER. — Sow  peas,  spinach,  .adishes,  lettuce,  cabbages,  saisafy,  carrots,  beets,pait 
mips,  piant  Irish  Potatoes,  mazagon  and  Windsor  beans.  Transplant  cabbageSjlettuce  anil 
DQions. 
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USEFUL  FAMILY  RECIPES,  &c. 

Soke  Throat. — Common  salt,  slowiy  diesolved  in  the  mouth,  aiid  swaN 
iowed,  just  before  going  to  bed,  is  very  effectual  in  ordinary  cases  of  sore 
throat. 

To  Makg  Prime  Vijj.'.gau. — A  correspondent  of  (he  Ohio  Cultivator 
vouches  for  the  merit  of  tiio  following  recipe  for  making  vinegar: — "Take 
and  mix  one  quart  of  molasses,  three  gallons  of  (rain)  water,  and  one  ()int 
of  yeast.  L»t  it  ferment  and  stand  for  four  weeks,  and  you  will  havo  the 
best  of  Vinegar." 

Tomato  Catsup.—  ILivo  the  tonsatoss  ripe  and  fresh  off  the  vines,  wash 
them  clean  in  cold  water,  and  put  them  immediately  into  the  kottle  crush- 
ing each  one  in  the  hand  as  it  ij  dropped  in;  hanjf  (hem  over  the  fire,  and 
stir  occasionally,  until  thov  boil  about  five  minutes  ;  then  strain,  first  through 
a  cullender,  and  s^ext  through  a  sieve.  Get  the  liquid  over  the  firs  again 
soon  as  possible,  boil,  skim  and  stir,  until  it  is  reduced  at  lonst  one  half — if 
two  thirds,  all  the  better ;  add  to  every  gallon  of  this  condensed  liquor  two 
teaaptcnfuls  of  salt,  half  an  ounce  of  cayenno  pepper,  same  of  black  pep. 
per,  and  cloves,  a  pint  good  eider  vinegar,  with  any  ether  spico  to  palate. — 
Wo  prefer  an  ounce  of  mace,  and  four  ounces  of  ciansmon,  to  the  gallon- 
Catsup  prepared  in  tkis  way  tastes  of  the  tomato,  and  will  koep  (br  years, 
either  in  bottle-e  or  a  large  stono  jug.  When  required  for  nse,  just  shake  it, 
and  pour  out.    Wo  havo  never  knowa  it  to  fail. 

Core  Foa.  Stings. — Almost  any  stiiig,  escspt  the  "sting  of  couecience," 
may  bo  cored  by  pntting  soma  spirits  of  turpentine  on  the  place. 

To  Polish  Stovbs. — Make  a  weak  solution  of  alum,  aud  mix  your  •'Brit- 
ish Lustre"  with  it~tw«  toaspoonfuls  to  the  gill  of  alum  water.  Brush  the 
stove,  when  cold,  with  th6  mixture;  then,  with  a  &ry  brush,  and  aome  dry 
Lustre,  polish  till  perfectly  dry.  In  twenty  minutes,  your  stova  will  servo 
you  for  a  mirror. 

Lime  Water  For  Hens. — Koep  your  hens  eonstantly  supplied  with  llnve 
water,  placed  in  a  vessel  convenietit  ef  accesa  for  thsm.    The  increase 
eggs  will  be  very  groat,  if  your  hens  are  othervx  iso  v/oll  c*red  for. 

Woollens. — To  extract  oil  or  grease  from  carpets  or  other  woollen  goods 
eponge  them  with  strong  chloric  ether. 

Burns  and  Scalds. — Mix  equal  parts  raw  linseed  oil  and  lime  water,  and 
ajiply  to  the  wound  five  br  six  times  a  day.  13"  An  ofl'ectual.reniedy  always 
at  hanii,  is  to  dredge  wheat  flour  instantly  upon  the  wound,  bo  as  to  exclude 
the  air.    The  relief  is  almost  instantanoons,  and  it  beals  rapidly. 

Drying  Sweet  Cors. — When  the  corn  ia  fully  grown  and  filled  vsilh 
railk,  gather  it,  and  with  a  sharp  knife  cut  ofT  the  grains  close  to  the  cob 
Spread  it  in  tin  baking  pans,  and  place  it  around  the  steve,  and  dry  as  soon 
as  possible.  When  tiioroughlj  dried  put  it  into  a  coarse  cotten  bag,  keep- 
ing it  near  the  stove,  occasionally  shakiag  it  sp,  so  as  t©  have  it  thoroughly 
dry.  Keep  it  in  a  dry  place  until  wanted  for  use.  When  wanted  for  cook- 
ing, put  it  in  warm  water,  or  equal  parts  of  milk  and  water  is  preferable, 
and  let  it  swell  out.  Cook  it  15  or  20  minutes,  and  bring  to  table  Bea««neU 
with  butter,  salt  and  pepper  to  taste. 

Economy  in  BtEiD. — Twenty-six  peunds  and  thirteen  ounces  of  gwd 
broad  have  .boon  made  from  fourteen  peunds  of  flour  and  obo  and  a  half 
pounds  of  rice,  by  tho  following  method  :  Tie  up  the  rice  in  a  thick  linen 
bag,  allowing  it  ample  room  to  swell,  boil  for  three  or  four  hours,  until  it 
becomes  a  smooth  paste;  mix  this  while  warm  with  the  flour,  adding  tko 
usual  quantity  of  yoaut  and  salt;  allow  the  dough  to  rise  near  tlw  fire,  and 
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d'vide  into  loaves.  It  is  affirmed,  on  high  authority,  that  flour  thus  treated 
will  yield  fifty  per  cent,  more  bread  than  by  the  ordinary  method. 

Amtidots  Agiinst  Poison, — Many  lives  mieht  be  «aved  by  a  knowledge 
of  tViis  simple  recipe:  A  large  teaspoonful  of  mustard,  mixed  in  a  tumbler 
of  warm  water,  and  swalldWed  ae  Bo»n  ai  possible,  acts  as  an  instant  emetic, 
sufficiently  powerful  lo remove  all  that  is  lodged  in  the  stemach. 

A  quantity  of  magneiia  w  lime  water  drank  immediately  will  neutralize 
oxalic  «cid  ;  corrosive  lublimate  is  quickly  neutralized  by  white  of  eggs  ; 
white  ftrteuic  by  hydrated  oxide  of  iron — a#i*inister  quickly. 

Lockjaw. — Apply  a  b»et,  fresh  from  the  garden,  pounded  fine,  to  the 
wound  which  threatens  lockjaw.  Renew  the  poultice  of  mashed  beet,  ae 
soon  as  its  virtues  become  impaired,  and  continue  till  the  danger  is  over. 

RiciPK  For  Rhbiimatism. — 8  oz.  Powder  Gum  Guaiac,  4  oz.  Pimento,  4 
oz.  Blood  Root,  1  oz.  Pearlash,  3  pints  Braaidy.  Dose,  half  a  teaspoonful,  in 
milk  or  syrup  three  times  a  day.
